A. A parson Is said to have a blood 
oount of 10.000 when there are 10,000 
white blood corpuscles to a ctrtflc 
millimeter of Mood. The oount is 
made under s microscope in a special 
chamber prepared for that purpose. 

The blood Is diluted to facilitate 
counting, and the dilution is then 
figured In computing the blood oount. <
